Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity  was 
founded  on  December  4,  1906  at  Cor- 
nell University  in  Ithaca,  New  York 
and  was  the  first  Greek-lettered  frater- 
nity founded  by  African-American 
collegiate  men.  The  fraternity  was 
founded  by  seven  men,  known  as  "The 
Seven  Jewels"  in  a  time  of  struggle  for 
minority  students,  as  well  as  all 
African-Americans.  Alpha  Phi  Alpha 
has  chapters  in  the  United  States, 
Europe,  Africa,  the  Caribbean,  and 
Asia.  Their  motto  is:  "First  of  all,  Ser- 
vants of  all,  We  shall  transcend  all." 
Both  nationally  and  locally,  Alpha  Phi 


Alpha  has  proven  to  be  an  impressive 
organization. 

Keeron,  David,  and  Robin  initiated 
into  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity  on 
November  30,   1993  and  have  since 
been  officially  recognized  by  the  Inter- 
Greek  Council  and  are  entitled  all 
rights  and  responsibilities  of  every 
Greek  organization  at  Queens.  One  of 
their  main  goals  is  to  promote  a  strong- 
er sense  of  Greek  unity  on  campus  and 
to  build  their  own  chapter  through 
new  membership.  Other  plans  include 
participation  in  the  Adopt-A-Spot  pro- 
gram, and  in  a  Charlotte  Mentor  pro- 
gram through  which  the  young  men 
will  become  role  models  for  at-risk 
children  in  the  area.  They  have  also 
been  involved  in  the  promotion  of 
Black  History  Month  at  Queens,  the 
Loaves  and  Fishes  program,  the  Char- 
lotte Homeless  Shelter,  as  well  as  the 
Martin  Luther  King  celebration.  On  a 
national  level,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  has 
many  programs  to  further  education 
and  "to  enhance  the  quality  of  life  for 
all  humanity."  For  example,  the  Go  to 
High  School  ...  Go  to  College  pro- 
gram encourages  students  to  strive  to- 


ward higher  education,  while  the  Pr 
ect  Alpha  Program  (the  first  of  its  ki: 
in  the  nation)  educates  young  m 
about  their  role  in  preventing  te 
pregnancy. 

The  philanthropic  work  by  the  Gre 
organizations  at  Queens  is  remarkab 
and  the  community  service  prograr 
supported  by  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  are 
wonderful  addition  to  this  host  of  chc 
itable  causes.  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  su 
ports  the  United  Negro  College  Fun 
the  National  Urban  League,  tl 
American  Cancer  Society,  Tl 
American  Heart  Association,  the  Sick 
Cell  Anemia  Foundation,  Operatic 
PUSH,  and  the  NAACP,  as  well  as  pr 
viding  housing  assistance  to  those 
need,  and  citizenship  programs  whid 
encourage  voter  registration,  using  tH 
motto,  "A  Voteless  People  Is  A  Hopl 
less  People."
